Forty Years, Tells All About It.

HOW HE ONCE TRIMMED A_ PREACHER. |

How He and a Partner, by Adroitly Marking Cards, Managed to Get the Bankroll 
of a Sure Thing Man Who Wasn’t so Sure. 


There isa man who is at present visiting friends in 
St. Joseph, Mo., who for forty 


years wae a profes 
sional gambler. 


He was one ol the picturesque char 
acters who worked on the river boats before the war, 
but he has quit now tor good, 

He isentirely frank about his checkered past. Ile 
tells of hia many and varied exploits with a freedom 
and a cheerfulness that are bewildering to the ordl- 
nary person. 

But the life of this self-confessed card sharper is in- 
tensely interesting. His career is full of incident and 
he relates it with a breezy relish that is at least pic- 
turesque, 

He once ran a gambling house tn St. Joseph, and he 
has, or had, many friends. He returned to find many 
of the old-timers who had been cronies of his dead and 
buried. A particular chum was Elisha Gladden, and 
his visit was especially to see him, He was met at the 
station with the news that Gladden had been buried 
less than a fortnight before, 

The old gambicr finds it the same everywhere, The 
old river men whom he knew before the war and in 
the best days of the steamboat trade are rapidly dis- 
appearing. 

“You want to know how I happened to become a 
gembler? he asked the other day. “I don’t know 
that I can tell, I think it was natural to me. 
inclined toward games of chance when a boy. 

“IT whs born at Marietta, O., in August, 1829, where 
my father was a ship carpenter and built boats for the 
river traffic. I will have to admit that I was a bad 
boy. People used to say that [ would be hanged if I 
lived to be twenty-one years old, 

“In 1839 I shipped on the Wacousta as a cabin boy at 
#4 «a month, After that [I shipped on the Walnut 
Hill and the Cicero and several other boats, and when 
the Mexican war broke out [ was almost a man, and had 
alot of experience IJ was at Pittsburg at the time, but 
went on a boat bound for the South, On the way 
down & man whose name [ do 
not know taught me how to 
‘stack the cards,’ so that I could 
deal him a good hand. By the 
time we reached New Orleans I 
war an gambler, and [ have been 
at it ever since. I went with the 
boat to the Rio Grande and 
played cards with the soldiers 
until I tired of it; but when I re- 
turned to New Orleans I had 
about $2,700, and I was not quite 
seventeen years old. I decided 
to go home, and went up on the 
old boat Montgomery as far as 
Cincinnati. There I bought 
about $400 worth of goods and 
took them home, 

“T remained at home a year, 
and decided that I would never 
gumble again. I went to Cin- 
cinnati again, where my brother 
Paul was working at caulking 
steamboats, I remained with 
him and learned the trade, and 
we used to make #4 each a day. 
I was playing faro all the time, 
and when Monday morning 
came T never had any money. 
That game has always had a 
peculiar fascination for me. If 
it had not been for faro T would 
be rich now, but T always lost all 
I could make at It. 

“One day IT kicked my tools 
into the river and told my 
brother I would never work an- 
other hour as long as I lived. I

A sucker 
thin::4# when he sees a mark on a card that he ts going 
to rob the gambler, and he is Just as much a robber and 
gambler asthe man who knows he will not turn the 
richt card, to my way of thinking. T used to play the 
game with a capper, and some of my partners have 
been men well known up and down the river, 

“T was coming up from New Orleans on the steamer 
FP. H. Pairchilds, bound for Louisville, and there was a 
great deal of card playing Baturday evening. T won 
about $8,000 before morning. After breuktast Sunday 
morning an old gentleman about sixty years old had a 
talk with me. The captain told us be was a minister 
and would like to preach in the cabin, The old gentle- 
man put bisarm through mine and led me into the 
cabin before IT knew what he was trying to do, and it 
was then too late to back out, 

“Tl remained and listened to the discourse. Ile 
preached against gambling and it was a very able ser- 
mon. When the collection was tuken up [ contributed 
liberally. After the service I retired to my room and 
went to sleep. I spent the afternoon reading, and 
when T came out at midnight nearly all the passengers 
had retired. There was one man in the cabin—the 
preacher. I had changed my dress and he did not 
recognize me. I told him I had lost moneyin the 
yame the night before and told of the game with three 
cards, on which I had lost. He went to my room to 
look at the game. I told him my father was a rich 
planter and I did not mind the loss,

Everything is off so far as Detroit is concerned, 
said one of the promoters of the prospective battle be- 
tween Young Corbett and Terry McGovern to me the 
other night, so it is useless to further expect that the 
battle ground will be that vicinity. 
Bliss, of Michigan, after looking carefully into the 
conditions governing the affair, assumed the responsi- 
bility of declaring that it would be « prize fight and 
peremptorily retused to permit it to occur, Nothing 
but the Governor's mandate could have prevented the 
affair taking place. tle instructed Sheriff Dickson, 
consulted with his attorneys, and acting upon 
their advice decided to put a stop to the proposed fight. 
In fact, the Sheriff said he would not allow the two 
pugilists to meet at all in that county tn a contest for 
pugilistic honors.

“Personally | do not care whether they have a fight 
or not,”’ said the Sheriff. “T have never seen one in 
my life, and Tam not interested In such things. But 
the Governor of this State has decided that the pro- 
posed contest is a prize fight and against fhe laws, and 
he has instructed me, as the Sheriff of this county, not 
to allow it. My duty is plhin, and the law will be en- 
torced to the letter. The Governor has not left it to me 
to decide what kind of a contest it Is, and I must follow 
the instructions he has given me in his official letter. 

“There will be no fight between McGovern and Cor- 
bett, and that isu certainty. Ido not think that it will 
be necessary to use force of any kind, as I believe that 
the people who have been promoting the affair will 
understand that they cannot carry it out.” 

Billy Considine, who had agreed on behalf of the 
Metropolitan Athletic Club to furnish the arena, still 
insisted that he could keep his contract and wanted to 
post bis 85.000 forteit, 

Sam Harris, acting for McGovern, telegraphed Con 
sidine to the effect that, Governor having stated 
that be would not allow the contest to take place, and 
notified the Sheriff not to allow the men to enter the 
ring, he thought it best to call the contest off, so far as 
Detroit is concerned,

With Detroit out of the running all eyes were turned 
towards Louisville, Ky., as the probable scene of the 
contest. Manager Bob Gray, of the Southern Athletic 
Club, bas made a determined eflort to secure the fight, 
but personal friendship influenced the principals to 
favor Considine, and the fight was awarded to the latter. 
(iray had paid over to the fighters $2,000 forfeit through 
his failure to hold the fight previously arranged, had 
incurred many other expenses incidental to that affair, 
such as hiring en arena, buying expensive printing, 
retaining the services of several high-priced lawyers to 
fight injunction proceedings, and paid the incidental 
expenses involved in getting a reversal of the decision 
against boxing, which gave the sport a legal status in 
the State of Kentucky. Under the circumstances he 
expected more considerate treatment from the fighters 
when he made his second eflort to get the “mill.” — Ie 
was treated in a pretty shabby manner, and now thut 
he is in a position to retaliate is inclined to do so, 
When asked the other day if the bout would be held in 
Louisville, he said: 

“Not that I know of. I do know, however, that I 
am not a bidder, and you can say for me that I will not 
agree to put up a forfeit of $5,000 to guarantee that the 
bout will take place before my club. 

“T made McGovern and Corbett a fair offer some 
time ago, agreeing to pay their training expenses if we 
were not able to pull off the bout, and they refused it 
for the Detroit offer. Now I undérstand that the De- 
troit forfeit was never posted and that the little fellows 
have had all their trouble for nothing. They will have 
to come to see me now if they want to box here.”’ 

That the attitude of the authorities in chasing Young 
Corbett and McGovern from pillar to post bas irrepar 
ably damaged the game is indicated by Gray’s reluc 
tance now to bid for the encounter. The managers of 
the fighters are to blame for this. Corbett and Mc- 
Govern would have met long ago had_no effort been 
made to go into territory where pugilists are not wanted 
in the first place. Had the match not been giyen to the 
Nutmeg Club, of New London, there would have been 
no opposition sprung there, and that opposition reached 
allthe way to Kentucky, and was responsible for the 
injunction which was issued against the fighters in that 
State; but that experience did not benefit those inter 
ested, for they deliberately went to Michigan, where 
there was not the slightest chance to pull off the fight, 
The

With the dawn of the New Year blossoms again 
the hope that the New York State legislature will see 
its way clear to take a less conservative view of the 
boxing situation and give us a law which will.in a 
measure, reopen the doors of the boxing clubs and afford 
a living chance to hundreds of unemploved young ath- 
letes. A new bill has been prepared and the promoters 
of it are confident that it will pass, and that Governor 
Odell will sign the measure. Their hopes for favorable 
action are based on the provisions of the bill which pro- 
vide that a percentage of the receipts from boxing shall 
go to the State, and for the appointment of inspectors, 
commissioners, referees, etc., which will provide con- 
siderable patronage for the powers that be at Albany. 
It is thought, too, that the clause limiting the number 
of clubs will have weight with the governor and legis- 
In this connection it will be remémbered that 
it was the “‘mushroom”’ clubs that sprang up and the 
tendency of their promoters to pull off fake fights that 
caused the repeal of the Horton boxing law. The pro- 
moters of the new bill say that none of the men who 
were responsible for the death of the Horton law shall 
have any connection with boxing in case the new bill 
goes through. 

Members of the legislature from all parts of the State 
have been sounded as to their attitude on the bill, and 
it is said that enough favorable answers have teen re- 
ceived to insure the passage of the bill. unless the gov- 
ernor squelches the measure in advance. What Gov- 
ernor Odell’s attitude will be, however, is the question 
that is bothering the promoters. It is said that the gov- 
has so far avoided committing himself one 


| way or the other. 


Certain influences, however, have been merged into 
one grand appeal for favorable action, and while I am 
not particularly sanguine of the result I am hoping 
that success will crown the efforts of those who have 
displayed so much energy in having a measure consid- 
ered. I have been asked by those who are leading the 
movement to go before the Senate committee at 
Albany, when the new bill is introduced, and it is need 
less to say that I will be there and do and say all I can 
in support of the movement.

The bout was a brilliant one and up to the time Jen- 
kins walked out of the ring seemed to be anybody's 
The men looked and wrestied as if in perfect condition, 
and with a fall to the credit of each, the spectators were 
worked up to a fever heat when the giants grappled in 
what should be the deciding bout. After they had been 
at work sixteen minutes Jenkins called a halt, told the 
referee that some blood boils on his leg had broken, 
and that be feared blood poisoning if he continued to 
wrestie. He asked that the referee call the contest a 
draw, but the official told him to continue wrestling or 
he would lose the decision, Then Jenkins walked out 
of the ring and McLeod was awarded the match.
